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NOTTINGHAMSHIRE DISTRICT MEDICAL 
OFFICERS 


The Nottinghamshire County Council has recently ap- 
proved a scheme for the improvement of the domiciliary 
public assistance medical service, including the revision 
of the terms of service and remuneration of district 
medical officers. At the time of the transfer of these 
officers from the boards of guardians to the county 
council no alteration was made in their salaries owing 
to the absence of evidence as to the volume of their 
work, but subsequent experience has revealed gross 
anomalies in the relation of salaries to work performed. 
The county medical officer and the public assistance 
officer have therefore worked out a scheme of remunera- 
tion on a new basis, which shall take into consideration 
the amount of work performed, the nature of the district, 
and the liability to supply drugs. Medical relief districts 
in the county area are to be divided into three categories 
—namely, (1) rural districts, (2) partly rural and partly 
urban districts, and (3) urban districts. It is proposed 
that the total remuneration of each district medical 
officer shall be composed as follows: 


1. A basic salary, or retaining fee, of £20 per annum. 
_ 2. A capitation fee, on the following scale, paid quarterly 
in respect of each case actually treated: rural areas, 5s. ; 
partly urban and partly rural areas, 4s.; urban areas, 
3s. 6d. 


3. Two shillings for each certificate required under 
Article 10 of the Relief Regulation Order, 1930, or supplied 
on the authorization of a relieving officer for any other 
purpose which is not covered by the capitation fee. 

4. Extra fees enumerated in existing contracts. 

5. Fees prescribed under Section 202 of the Lunacy Act, 
1890. 


The district medical officers in urban districts will be 
relieved of the obligation to dispense and supply drugs, 
dressings, and appliances, which will be supplied by the 
chemists at the cost of the county council. Medical 
officers will not be allowed to attend any poor person, 
except in emergency, unless they have an authorization 
to do so from the relieving officer. 

The capitation fee has been assessed only tentatively, 
as the investigators were not in possession of adequate 
information as to the amount of work performed and as 
to the number of persons who, though entitled to receive 
treatment from insurance practitioners, were receiving it 
at the cost of the rates. It may therefore need revision 
in the light of experience, but the district medical officers 
are guaranteed a minimum remuneration equivalent to 


their present salaries. In the hope of evolving a simplified 
scheme of records and returns which will eliminate un- 
necessary clerical work, it is proposed to approach the 
Ministry of Health with a view to obtaining sanction to 
depart from the Public Assistance Order of 1930 by alter- 
ing the form of the district medical officers’ relief lists 
and statistical returns, and by discontinuing the issue of 
a ticket to permanent relief cases. 

Representatives of the district medical officers to whom 
the proposals were communicated considered the arrange- 
ments to be generally acceptable, provided that they were 
guaranteed a minimum remuneration equivalent to their 
present salaries. Minor details of administrative pro- 
cedure have yet to be settled, but it is proposed to put 
the scheme into operation for an experimental period of 
two years from April Ist, 1934.

Sir,—With reference te Dr. Gurd’s second letter (Supple- 
ment, January 13th, p. 15) I again agree heartily with all 
his sentiments, with the possible exception of the one that 
medicine is international, and I rather think that this may 
not represent his real opinion ; it certainly is not my opinion.

Dr. Blonstein could hardly have chosen a more unfortunate 
or smug sneer than that of an “‘ inferiority complex,’’ and in 
company with Dr. Gurd I strongly resent it. 

This country and its possessions ‘has ever been the happy 
hunting ground for all the unwanted from other lands. I 
still fail to see any of these great benefits which we ought 
to have derived from this policy. Even when other countries 
are at the present moment insisting on conferring protection 
on their own nationals, we, the world’s mugs, invite all and 
sundry to our Empire to take our incomes away and to com- 
pete in any unfair manner they may like. Of course we may 
not practise in their country—but a little thing like that does 
not matter ; we are Only too glad to share our family’s money 
and bread with them. ; 

What is needed here is for the majority of general practi- 
tioners, the men whom this unfair competition hits, to band 
together, to insist on legislation on the Armbruster lines of 
France and Germany. After all, we are the most powerful 
trade union in the world. Let us do it before it is too late. 
Each Branch of the B.M.A. should take up this matter, 
whether they are affected or not. The white ant eats unseen,
